GRANDLY RATIFIED. 


Six Thousand Democrats in 
Procession. 


SEVERAL 
INSPIRING SPEECHES. 


A Line of Torches a Mile 
and 
a 
H alf Long:— Scenes 
and 
Incidents. 


As was expected, the grandest parade 
and ratification m eeting ever held in 
Houthern California took place last night 
in honor of the nomination of Cleveland 
and Thurman, by the National Demo­ 
cratic Convention, and of the return of 
Lieutenant-Governor S. M. W hite, the 
temporary Chairman of the Convention 
which placed the nam es of the next 
President and 
Vice-President of the 
Uoited States before the people. 
For a 
week prior to last night, a committee 
headed by Mr. Sidney Lacey, and consist­ 
ing of Messrs. A. Osthoff, R. Bilderrain, 
Wm. Crawford, M. C. M arsh, A. Linden- 
fchl, P. Jeandeville, G. W esterman, of 
Pomona; B. B. Smith, of Pasadena; W. 
H. Spurgeon, of Santa A na; B. F. Porter, 
of Anaheim, 8. A. Waldron, of The 
Palm s; J. F. Figueroa, of Ballona; T. A. 
Pallet, of Los Nietos; J . M. Pitts, of 
Downey; .1. S. Isabel!, of W hittier; C. 
M. Bell, of El Monte; J . M. Freyer, of 
Spadra; Jno. Gridin, of B urbank; C. D. 
Campbell, of San G abriel; «Jno. C. Mor­ 
gan, of Santa Monica; A. M. Bragg, of 
Compton; Geo. Hinds, of San Pedro; H 
B. Abila,of Florence; S. Barnes, of Mon­ 
rovia; T. H arks, of San Fernando, had 
beén busily engaged in making the ar­ 
rangem ents which proved to be so great 
a success. 
The first indication that the celebra­ 
tion was to be held la3t night was the 
arrival of the Monrovia delegation about 
5 o’clock and its subsequent parade 
through the streets, headed by its band, 
and was received all along the line 
of march by the greatest enthusiasm 
Later on by an hour, citizens hurried 
home to make preparations for the par­ 
ade, and at 6:30 o’clock the citizens, 
ladies and children, began to flock to the 
streets along which it had been an­ 
nounced the procession would march. 
At 7 :30 o’clock the windows, sidewalks 
and all available places for viewing the 
marchers was taken up, and the crush 
has never before in the history of the 
city been so great as it was at this time. 
A few minutes later detachraentH of 
Democrats came m arching through the 
streets 
toward 
First 
and 
Main, 
where the procession was 
to 
form, 
and it 
seemed 
as 
if 
there were 
Democrats here, there and everywhere. 
From every side they came with tbeir 
torches lit, their uniforms bright, and 
their banners with inspiring mottoes, in­ 
citing enthusiasm at every point. There 
were so many clubd and so many people 
in them that more 
time than 
was 
anticipated, 
was 
absorbed 
in 
di­ 
directing 
them 
to 
their places 
in 
line, and from 8 until half-past, Main 
street, from M arket to Fourth, and every 
side street, was the scene of the greatest 
activity. 
Torches were distributed to 
Democrats who belonged to no club, and 
aides dashed here and there in carrying 
out the orders of Grand M arshal A. F. 
Mackay. 
Main street waa 


a b l a z e o f l ig h t , 
And thousands upon thousands of people 
gathered along the sidewalk and even on 
the street to watch the fireworks which 
were sent skywards every few seconds. 
A scene of greater activity and life could 
hardly be imagined, and the rather long 
wait of those who had reached their 
places in the line first was made less 
tiresome by the rem arks of the multitude 
as they read the mottoes and adm ired the 
pictures. 
Main street in front of the Iroquois 
Club headquarters, just above First, was 
probably the scene of 
the 
greatest 
activity and enthusiasm , and at 8:20 
o’clock an accident to the wagon contain­ 
ing the fireworks of the club created 
considerable excitement. 
Several large 
sky rockets had been sent into the air 
to the delight of the crowd, when a 
spark from one of them fell into the bed 
of the wagon and in a very few seconds 
nothing rem ained of the vehicle but the 
wheels and bed. This wagon had been 
decorated with considerable taste and 
bore several inspiring mottoes. On onfc 
side was the portrait of President Cleve­ 
land, under which was painted 1'Grover 
Cleveland the People’s Choice. 
Honest 
and True.” On the other side was the 
picture of Alien G. Thurm an, under 
which appeared “ The People’s Choice— 
Faithful to Every Trust.” At the back 
waa painted in 
large letters 
“ Reel 
B. Terry, 
our 
next 
Congressman, 
you bet!” 
Underneath 
this 
was 
ihe portrait of Lieutenant-Governor S. 
’. W hite, around which was painted 
•J. M. W hite, Our Cham pion.” For­ 
tunately those engaged in attending to 
the fireworks were able to jum p from the 
wagon and escaped injury. The horse, 
however, was slightly burned, the ban- 
nears on each side bearing the words 


stand on New High street, the populace 
on Main street could be heard cheering 
as the torches still passed by. This line 
of torches, banners and cheers waa fully 
a mile and a half long, and reached 
backward from the grand stand over the 
line of march as far as Commercial 
street on Main. 
THE PROCESSION. 
Afj the procession passed the corner of 
Spring and Second streets, where three 
cheers for the H e ra ld was given by 
every clnb, it was composed as follows’: 
Four mounted police officers; Grand 
Marshal A. F. M ackay; Chief Aide, 
Major J. G. Estadillo, ami Aides R. Bil­ 
derrain, 8. Celestin, Peter Haack, T. B. 
Brown, J. W. Montgomery, Philip Stoll, 
C. E . Roberts, R. Dominguez, Guy B. 
Barham, A. Lindenfeld, E. C. Schnable, 
Henry Stuhr, Charles Alexander, W. R.

M. Johnston, 
Shirley C. W ard, Eugene Riggin, John

then appeared and was followed by the 
Iroquois Club, lead by its President, 
Sidney Lacey, Captain Barrett, and the 
other officers of the club. /The Iroquois 
Club made a very handsome appearance 
and turned out about 250 strong, each 
member attired in a white linen dus­ 
ter, a white straw hat with bsndana 
bands on bands or which were printed 
in golden letters the name of the club. 
The banners and mottoes carried by the 
club were appropriate and inspiring. The 
first was a device representing a crowing 
cock, indicative of victory, and over this 
w as the nam e, “ Iroquois Club of Los An­ 
geles.” Further down the line appeared 
the mottoes: 
“ Cleveland, our Leader;” 
“ We turned the rascals out in 1884, we 
will keep them out in 1888;” “ Thurm an, 
a good Second ;” “ Our principles cannot 
be disputed by the opposition;” “ Califor­ 
nia on topj” “ Our ticket is invincible,” 
“ The 
voice of the people—Join the 
ranks.” 
Next in line was the Reliance Club 
led by its President, W . L. Price. The 
appearance of this club was noticed on 
every Bide. There were 100 of the 200 
members in line and each of them was 
attired in white sack coats, witii red 
belts, white cloth hats and the bandana. 
This club certainly deserves a medal for 
the fine appearance it made, aud the 
other 
100 members felt considerably 
grieved that their uniforms had not ar­ 
rived. 
N ext raine the Young America Club, 
composed of boys ranging in age from 
sixteen to twenty years, with its Presi­ 
dent on horse back. 
These fifty boys 
wore sashes over their Bhoulders of Btars 
and stripes, and their white straw hats 
were branded with the bandana. 
Then followed the Santa Fe Club, 
with 150 in line, its standard hearer car­ 
rying a huge bandana as a flag. 
Each 
member wore a sash of red, white and 
blue, a straw hat wiih the bandana baud. 
It, as well as the preceding clubB, made 


“ Iroquois Club” catching fire. 
The excitem ent over, the procession 
re-formed and at twenty m inutes to nine 
o’clock it moved and then it was demon­ 
strated that it was not only the largest, 
but 
THE GRANDEST AFFAIR 
Of the kind ever seen in this city. 
In 
fact the spectators wondered where so 
many Democrats came from and began 
to estim ate how many there were in line. 
Headed by four mounted policemen, it 
m arched up Main street to the Plaza and 
then countermarching, went down Main 
to Spring, along Spring to Fourth, along 
Fourth to Fort, along Fort to Temple, 
down Temple to New High, and along 
New High to the grand stand. 
More 
than one tim ed it as it passed a given 
point, and even at the rapid rate which 
had been adopted it was generally agreed 
that it took from thirty to thirty-five 
minutes. Many of the clubs marched 
four abreast and the members followed 
close upon the heels of those who had 
gone before instead of keeping th e regu­ 
lation distance apart as is the rule in 
military service. Calculated upon a time 
basis there were over 6,000 people in 
line; actually counted there were 6,082, 
or more than have ever before inarched 
in line at one time in tbis city. 
Each 
division, each club, and most of the V»an 
tiers were cheered ail along the line of 
march by the people, who became as en­ 
thusiastic as the paradera, who gave 
cheer for cheer in return, and when the 
• head of the procession reached the grand 


a very fine appearance, and marched in 
excellent order. 
It was followed by a 
carriage from which was suspended an 
enormous American flag. 
THE SECOND DIVISION. 
A drum corps led the M anhattan Club, 
ever}’ member of which wore a bandana 
handkerchief around iiis neck and car­ 
ried a small flag in his hand with the 
torch. Their hats were decorated with 
m iniature flags and their appearance 
was the 6ignal for cheers ever}’where. 
The El Monte delegation on horseback, 
led by Dan Kevane, turned out about 
100 stroug, and was a great addition to 
this division. 
Its leaders bore brooms 
alofl, indicating that the “ new brooms” 
bad swept clean. 
The Pasadena contingent, consisting 
of the Cleveland Club and the Pasadena 
Democratic Club, in all numbering 278 
members, 
under 
the 
direction 
of 
Bayard T. Smith, 
formed 
a 
large 
part 
of 
the second 
division, 
and 
surprised many who did not imagine 
that there were so many Democrats in 
that city. The bandana band around 
the hat was the decoration worn by the 
delegates from Pasadena. 
THE THIRD DIVISION 
Was headed by the Santa Monica dele­ 
gation, which furnished its own band, 
and stretched over a block in length, 
numbering in all over two hundred and 
fifty. This delegation was very enthusi­ 
astic and cheered increasingly along the 
line of march. It was followed by the S. 
M. White Club, which turned out in far 
greater numbers than was expected. 
Sashes of the stars and stripes with the 
bandana white straw hat formed a uni­ 
form which was quite picturesque. The 
banners carried by this division were 
very appropriate, the first being a stand­ 
ard on which was painted a flying eagle, 
under which appeared “ The 
S. M. 
White Club” in illuminated letters. 


THE FOURTH DIVISION 
Was headed by the City Band and the 
carriages containing the president of the 
evening, Col. John E . Plater and the 
orators^ The Cleveland and Thurman 
Business Men’s Club, numbering about 
200, and comprising m any well known 
citizenB, Mayor W oikman, Councilman, 
and others, under the leadership of Gen­ 
eral J . R. Mathews, made a fine appear­ 
ance. and stretched out over a block in 
length. Fireworks were very plentiful 
in this division, and sky rockets were 
sent up, and red fire burned all aloDg the 
line of march. 
The Colton contingent, 
headed by Colonel A. B. Hotchkiss, fol­ 
lowed, and was loudly cheered at num­ 
erous points. 
The German-American Club, which 
has on its roll 940 names turned out 576 
members with 
the 
bandana 
decor­ 
ation and many 
inspiring 
devices. 
That it 
was 
the Germ an-American 
Club was announced by shields on pules 
on which was printed in golden letters 
its nam e. The motto indicated that the 
Germans are with th e Democratic party 
as a unit in this campaign. Following 
this was a wagon in which a representa­ 
tive of Harrison blessed two imitation 
Chinamen and was represented as say­ 
ing, “ I>— the Dutch and Irish.” 
A drum corpB headed the Fourth 
W ard Club, which headed by Mr. K. 
M artin, made an exceedingly fine ap­ 
pearance. Each m em ber wore a ban­ 
dana banded hat, and this contingent 
num bered about two hundred. 
Then came the H e r a l d contingent, 
headed by Robt. McGregor. A huge wag­ 
on load of the boys who sell the papers 
was followed by the carriers in carriages 
and on horseback. 
The banners dis­ 
played in this departm ent were ‘ The 
H e r a l d Brings the News of the World 
to Your Doors at Daylight,” “ The Dem­ 
ocratic P arty Is On Top, aud 80 Is the 
H e r * l d , ” “ The H e r a l d for Cleveland 
and Thurm an and Righteous Reform. 
“ The H e r a l d the Journal that Created 


the Los Angeles Boom.” The wagon hi 
rode the boys bore on its fidee, 
We Sells the Popular H e r a l d and W e 
! Rides in State,” “ W e’e the H erald 
Boys Ah Rides at Democratic Whoop- 
ups,” while the horses bore a design rep­ 
resenting H arrison as saying, “ We’ll 
Sleep Together at the Foot, John China­ 
man, 
My 
Jo e.” 
This 
part 
of 
the procession was everywhere greeted 
with cheers which the boys returned with 
a will. „ 


o t h e r d e l e g -a tio k s. 
The Santa Ana Band preceded the del­ 
egation from A naheim , Santa Ana and 
vicinity, which required eight cara to 
bring to this city, and made an excellent 
appearance. 
Pomona and vicinifv, with 
its two hundred delegates, each decorat­ 
ed with the bandana anti a badge, fo l­ 
lowed, and Monrovia with its band, 
which w as only formed five weeks ago, 
marched behind. The Santa Ana dele­ 
gation arrived too late to procure torches, 
but they were cheered for their devotion 
to the cause as shown by tbeir presence 
in the Parade. The Cleveland and Thur­ 
man Club, of San Fernando, a hundred 
strong, was followed by the W orking­ 
m an’s Club, of this city, both adding to 
the success of the affair. 
Then come the 
Plata-Fina Club, of E ast Los Angeles, 
and the First Ward Club, each bearing 
transparencies with inspiring mottoee. 
The Franco-American Club, French Clnb, 
E ast Los Angeles Democratic Club, and 
Boyle H eights Club were also in this 
this division, as well as m any Democrat» 
who belonged to no organization. 
W hen the last torch bearer had passed 
the citizens, and even the most enthusi­ 
astic republicans were heard to remark 
that the Republican parade, a short time 
since, with its 1,500 men in line w as 
the 
best 
th at 
had 
occurred 
up to that time but it was not to be com­ 
pared with the Democratic celebration 
laat night in point of numbers or in ap­ 
pearance. 
Among the banners carried were thoee 
bearing the following m ottoes: 
“ Ameri­ 
can Protection and industry our m otto,’** 
“ The Presidency not hereditary,” “ Re- 
turh the Public Domain,” "Hail to the 
Chief,” “ Welcome hom e,” “ No section­ 
alism, we will win, Cleveland and Thur­ 
m an will be elected,” “ Economy and 
Reform ,” “ No monopolies in 
ours,** 
"N o free trade but a reduction of the 
tariff,” “ Protect the many not the few,” 
“ Germany against C hina,” Down with 
the Anarchists.” 
The German Club 
bore a sign which, translated, read: 
“ Cleveland loves wine, woman and 
song,” and the rest of the couplet, “and 
he who does not rem ains a fool all his 
life long,” m ig h t: have been added. 
A full list of the mottoee would 1 
more space than it is availabfe^bnt _ 
sufficient to say th a t there were in th e 
line 426 banners and transparencia*, 
many of them bearing four and some six 
mottoes. 
AT THE GRAND STAND. 
The scene at the G rand Stand was 
without parallel in the city’s history. 
The multitude crowded into every avail­ 
able nook and corner in the territory 
laid off for the m eeting place and ex­ 
tended far into the streets beyond. 
The 
temporary 
seats 
which 
bad 
been 
ranged twelve tiers high on either side 
of the platform were crowded to their 
utmost capacity, the number of ladies 
present being far beyond the usual at­ 
tendance at a political 
congregation. 
The platform was surmounted by two 
mam m oth 
portraits 
of 
Cleveland

The completion of the Atchison’s line 
between this city and San Diego will 
work an im portant epoch in the history 
of railroading in Southern California. 
Los Angeles county is specially benefited 
b y th is new highway of commerce, as 
som e of her most fertile’valleys will now 
receive additional traffic facilities, and 
Done more so than the Santa Ana dis­ 
trict, which is p a r excellence the raisin

The California 
C entral Railroad 
completes

right in her heart, for at Orange a junc­ 
tion is formed between the road from 
Ban Bernardino and Riverside and the 
new track from San Diego to Los An­ 
geles. 
The northern part of this loop, 
o r the line running from Los Angeles 
through Pasadena to San Bernardino 
necessarily bears the brunt of

traffic, as it is over this route the overland 
train s 
run

the 
single track new 
in operation m ust at some not very dis­ 
ta n t date become quite unequal to the 
incessant travel, ana the managers of the 
road have been looking abeut for some 
way out of the difficulty. A double track 
though possible would be very expen­ 
sive, as for the first thirty miles after 
leaving Los Angeles the road 
runs 
through a section of country where the 
value of property is estim ated by the 
foot, and an extension of the right-of-way 
would mean a considerable sum , besides 
costing a good round figure for construc­ 
tion. The construction of the 8an Dietp 
line furnishes, however, a solution to the 
m atter, as follows: 
From Richfield, 
above St. Jam es, on the southeastern 
portion of the loop to Fullerton, just 
north of Anaheim, on the western side of 
th e loop, a new line is to be constructed 
forming the base of a triangular piece of 
track of which Orange Junction will be

The company is

E ditors H erald:—I have been much 
interested in tracing the caaaefV of the 
marvelous growth and proNperttyvof Eos 
Angeles during the past eight years, and 
I observe with no little attention, the 
progress this city is now m aking in al­ 
m ost every direction, an advance that 
testifies in the strongest manner to the 
peculiar sagacity and enterprise of her 
citizens. The rapid grading and paving 
of the streets' the construction of new 
lines of cable road, and of a better sys­ 
tem of sewerage, the numerous buildings 
now in process of erection, rem ind one 
most forcibly of Chicago in the early 
period of its history. 
Being therefore, 
in the right line to attain the rank of a 
metropolis, it seem s to me extremely 
hazardous for the citizens of Los Angeles 
to injure, or to perm it to be injured, an 
an institution which has done much to 
aid in making this city w hat it is, 
I happened to be glancing over the 
columns of the Los Angeles Even ng 
Express, a short tim e since, when I saw 
an advertisem ent with imposing head 
lines. It began: “ The war! 
Gas con­ 
sum ers to regulate rates. Gas for two 
years at $1.25 per 1.000 cubic feet.” 
“ The Lowe Gas and Electric Company 
makes the following proposition to con­ 
sumers : 
W ho now make connection 
w ith its m ains, th at they will supply 
gas of 
30-canale power, 
as 
against 
15-candle power furnished by the Los 
Angeles Gas Company at $2.50 
per 
1.000 cubic feet for lighting and $- per 
1.000 cnbic feet for heating, etc.’ 
Then follows: 
“ The company further 
f 
>roposes to give its consumers, who 
oin with us now, a drawback of one 
half the am ount of their gas bills, for 
the next two years, in the form of an 
order on its treasury for stock of the 
company, thus making our consumers 
and 
the com pany’s interests mutual, 
and giving the former a share in our 
profits for all tim e to come, and will 
further give all who desire, an oppor 
tunity to purchase other stock and in­ 
terest-bearing bonds of the company.” 
This rem inds me very much of the ad­ 
vertisem ent so commonly seen nowadays, 
of “ Divorces obtained w ithout public­ 
ity ,” the most superficial analysis shows 
the above offer to be a delusion and " 
snare. 
I am not concerned in any gas company 
here or elsewhere, and as a disinterested 
third party, le a n discuss this proposal of 
the Lowe Company, and it seems to me 
th at a trap has been laid to catch the feet 
of the unwary. I t m ust be remembered 
th at the most specious promises and flat­ 
tering representatives are always made 
by schem ers to rope the public in. 
Be­ 
tween 1863 and 1868, millions of dollars 
worth of bogus oil and gold mining stocks 
were sold to unsuspecting people in the 
Eastern States on the strength of false 
but glitering statem ents as to their value 
and that of the property they repre­ 
sented. 
W hen I saw this offer of the Lowe 
Company to let us all in as stockholders 
and sharers in tho earnings of the con­ 
cern, it struck me as very remarkable. 
It certainly is not customary for in ­ 
dividuals, partnerships and corporations 
to furnish the capital, take all the riskp, 
and then let the public in to a full par­ 
ticipation in tho profits. I concluded 
th at it would be well to know something 
of 
the 
financial 
standing 
and 
future 
prospects 
of 
a 
concern 
th at 
m akes such glowing 
promises 
as 
the 
Lowe 
Company 
does. 
Prima facie (at first hlnsb) it appeared 
as though the company would have us 
believe th at the more gas we burn the 
richer we become, under this unique 
and edifying system it has invented. 
On investigation, I am credibly in­ 
formed, th at the plant of the Lowe Com­ 
pany is valued at $150,000. subject to a 
mortgage of $100,000. 
The company 
proposes to incur a bonded indebtedness 
of $1,500,000, bearing six per cent inter­ 
est, 
and 
to 
issue, 
in 
addition, 
stock to the am ount 
of 
$2,000,000 
more. Assuming that the company is 
now paying six per cent, interest on its 
mortgage debt, 
we are confronted with 
the ratner startling fact that the com­ 
pany proposes to disburse ninety-six thou 
sand dollars, annually, in the form of 
interest on its indebtedness! Adding the 
ordinary running expenses of the concern 
to this enormous sum, those two items 
alone would dim inish the dividends to be 
distributed to the stockholders to such 
infinite8imally sm all 
proportions that 
they would be “ like the baseless fabric 
of a dream .” 
. 
Supposing this Lowe Company—which, 
I believe, consists of only Mr. Lowe 
himself—should even partially succeed 
in its extraordinary and impracticable 
scheme, the bonded indebtedness of the 
company would grow out of all propor­ 
tion to the receipts from the consump­ 
tion of gas. This would naturally be the 
case, as money would have to be raised

It is to bo noted that consumers 
of the gas of the Lowe Company are to 
have a rebate of one half of the amount 
of their gas bills in form of an order on 
its treasury for stock of the company. 
On principle and authority, if this com­ 
pany is a corporation, and I am informed 
th a t it is, an order for stock is not the 
same as the stock itself. In the suits 
against Fisk and Gould, in the Erie 
Railroad caBes, the court held that the 
English claim ants who 
brought suit 
could not m aintain their bill, as they held 
only an agreement to transfer stock, not the 
stock itself, they suing as stock-holders in 
the company. There is nothing, so far, 
as appears from the advertisement, to 
show w hat the capital stock of the com­ 
pany is, and apparently no lim it to the 
am ount of stock th a t can be issued by the 
concern. 
All the consumers of gas are 
necessarily to have some, and a most 
sweeping and all embracing agreement 
appears in the 
advertisem ent above 
quoted, 
in 
the 
language: 
“ A td 
will

sire—italics 
are 
my 
own—afl 
op­ 
portunity to purchase other stock and in­ 
terest bearing bonds of the company.” 
This lets everybody in, w ithout reference 
“ to race, color or previous condition of 
servitade.”

But now comes in a m an, or a syndi­ 
cate of men, etrumzers to the varied ex­ 
perience of Los Angeles people in the 
past, who seek 
by a very 
vecnliar 
scheme, not only to injure the Los An­ 
geles Gas Company, but to humbug the 
people, the consumers of gas, by pre­ 
tending to make a rebate in the price of 
the article, through the issuance of an 
order, for stock. 
Stock that so far as I 
can see will 
never pay a dividend 
and 
never 
be 
worth 
one 
cent. 
If those who are engineering this 
scheme can hoodwink enough of the good 
people of Los Angeles into taking their 
gas. which by the way is not “ thirty 
candle-power, as against fifteen candle- 
power, furnished by the Los Angeles 
Angeles Company,” they hope and in­ 
tend to break down the old established 
Los Angeles Gas Company or to compel 
it to purchase the Lowe Company’s 
plant at an enormous figure. 
This trick has been played in eastern 
cities and where it has been successful, 
it has uniformily resulted in the absorp­ 
tion of the interloping company, by the 
old one, and the public has had to pay 
the expense of the fight between them 
and the cost of the purchase of the plant 
of the former, in largely increased prices 


The public m ust understand th a t it 
does not get its gas any cheaper from the 
Lowe Company than it does from the 
Los Angeles Company. The Lowe Com­ 
pany ask you to pay down as much cash. 
It gives you in return a “ rebate,” in 
form of a piece of paper of problematical 
value. The “ order on its treasury” m ay 
mean a suit at law for the holder of it 
in the future. 
Sooner or later, if the public encourages 
the growth of this new company, the 
price of gas in this community will 
double; it is as inevitable as fate. 
In reference to the danger to the 
health of people using the product of 
this new company. 
An article appeared 
in the New Y ork Times ot January 21, 
1887, in reference to the Troy Fuel Gas 
Company, which manufactured gas by a 
method invented by Prof. T. 8. C. Lowe, 
of Norristown, Pa., from which it ap­ 
pears that serious and alm ost fatal cases 
of prostration resulted from breathing 
the gas made by the Lowe process. 
The 
authorities threatened to take action, 
when the works were summarily closed 
and have remained so ever since. The 
que8tiun is whether the gas furnished by 
the Lowe Gas and Electric Company of 
this city, is made after the method in­ 
vented by Prof. T. S. C. Lowe, of Nor­ 
ristown, Pa.

BOWLES MAKES A CONFESSION. 


Em peror W illiam Ob His Way to 
Meet the Czar — News 
Miscellany. 


1 Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald.; 


C h i c a g o , July 14.—Bowles the man in 
the dynamite plot against the Burlington 
road, against whom the testimony given 
yesterday was most conclusive, has, it is 
stated, made a full confession of his share 
in the conspiracy. 
He saw that in his 
case there was little hope of escape from 
conviction, and early this morning it was 
made 
known 
to 
District Attorney 
Ewing 
that 
Bowles 
was ready to 
Veqaeal.” 
Another of the arrested men, Godding 
had, it is said, also concluded to come 
into camp. 
The case of Chairmen Hoge and Mur­ 
phy was to have come up before Justice 
Lyon this morning, but was postponed 
for one week. 
Jt is understood Bowles has told facts 
which will make the conviction of Hoge 
certain. Chairman Hoge, it would seem, 
is the man they are really after, not only 
as they wish to strike the Brotherhood, 
bnt because the railroad officials dislike 
him personally. 
Toward the other de­ 
fendants they are favorably disposed. 
The text of the “squeal” was not made 
public, but it is reported that enough has 
been told to necessitate a postponement 
of the case for the Federal court as well 
as the State tribunal. 
It is ascertained 
that when Prisoners Bowles, Broderick 
and Wilson were brought over from the 
jail this morning to the marshal’s office, 
Bowles sent wonl that he wanted to see 
the District Attorney. 
He was taken to 
the office and there confessed to General 
Manager Stone, Inspector Bonfield and 
Attorney Collier. 
The only direct intimation of the sub 
stance of the confession was the woll de 
fined rumor that a United States warrant 
had been issued for the arrest of Hoge, 
who is out on bonds under the conspiracy 
charge brought under the State law. 
The crowd waiting in the Federal 
court-room was large, chiefly composed 
of Brotherhood men, whose looks of 
sympathy, cast upon the prisoners, as 
they were brought in, intimated their 
appreciation of the danger their comrades 
were in. A sensational Beene ensued. 
The Brotherhood attorneys, Douahue 
and David, protested loudly that they 
had been treated with great unfairness 
and given no show from the very outset 
of the trial. Lawyer David hotly de­ 
nounced Commissioner Hayne, declar­ 
ing : “ We could expect nothing else from 
this oourt and have received nothing 
else.” 
The Commissioner ordered David to be 
arrested by the marshal, but the latter 
did not at once comply, and David sub­ 
sequently make a Pickwickian apology to 
the court. 
, 
The bail of Bowles was fixed at $5,000 
but he preferred to remain in custody. 
After the court adjourned, the hereto 
fore reticent Prisoner Wilson savagely 
denounced Bowles, ridiculing the idea 
that the latter was innocent, and charg­ 
ing him with chicken-hearteiness. 


«ONE TO N1EET THE CZAR. 


W illiam o n HU Journey-A B ril­ 
liant Naval R eview . 
Bb blin, July 14.—Emperor William 
departed last night on his journey to St. 
Petersburg. The royal yacht Alexander, 
bearing the Emperor and his suite, sailed 
from Potsdam for Spadan at 10 p. m. 
K ie l , July 14.—The Emperor arrived 
here to-day en route to meet the Czar. 
The Emperor drove through the town to 
the harbor, and was greeted with great 
enthusiasm. The streets were gaily dec­ 
orated. The Emperor alighted from his 
carriage 
at 
the 
Barbarosea bridge, 
and 
entered 
a 
man-of-warsmau, 
which took 
him 
to 
the yahct 
Uohenzollen. 
As 
he 
boarded 
the vessel the sqnadron saluted and the 
yards were manned. The merchant ves­ 
sels were gotten underway and sailed 
past the Imperial yacht. The vessels also 
pnt to sea. The parade of the fleet was- a 
brilliant spectacle. 
The manwuvers of 
the vessels were conducted with admir­ 
able precision and were watched by thou­ 
sands of persons from the shore and from 
the decks of vessels. 
Several private 
steamers accompanied the fleet to Bea. 


TURBULENT FRA (ICE. 


Debate in the H ouie Rccnri on the 
Wool Schedule. 
W ashington, July 14.—The House re­ 
sumed consideration of the 
Subsidy 
amendment of the Senate to the Post­ 
office Appropriation bill. After debate, 
Birgham’s motion to concur in the Seu- 
a’e amendment, with an amendment, 
was lost; yeas 56, nays 135. 
By a vote of yeas 141, nays 57, the 
House further insisted upon disagree­ 
ment to the Senate amendment and a 
further conference was ordered. 
The House then went into Committee 
of the Whole on the Tariff biil, the pend­ 
ing schedule being that relative to wool. 
Outhwaite, of Ohio, ridiculed the as­ 
sertion that the effect of the Tariff had 
been to increase the number of sheep iu 
this country. He thought the natural 
fecundity of flocks had something to do 
with the increase. Outhwaite proceeded 
to argue that high tariff had no influence 
upon the price of wool, which was regu­ 
lated by the law of supply and demand. 
He quoted statistics to show that under 
high tariff the price of wool had steadily 
declined. He did not claim that the de­ 
cline was attributable to the tariff, but to 
the increased supply of wool. The bill 
presented a fair proposition to make a 
redaction of woolen goods, equal to the 
reduction which would result from put­ 
ting wool on the free list. 
La Follette, of Wisconsin, took up and 
criticised Carlisle’s speech upon the bill, 
especially that portion in which the 
Speaker endeavored to show the prosper­ 
ity of the country during the low tariff 
decade from 1850 to 1860. 
To do this, 
said La Follette, Carlisle had recourse to 
the percentage argument, and had shown 
that the percentage of increase in woolen, 
cotton, hardware, hosiery and boots and 
shoes industries had been very large. The 
trick of the percentage argument was that 
the manufactures might be so small that 
any increase would make a percent­ 
age showing. 
The gentlemen had taken 
care to select those articles, which with 
one exception, were not touched, or only 
slightly, by the act of 1846. The gentle­ 
man had said the tariff of 1846 had been 
so beneficial that in 1857 every represen 
tative from New England who voted at 
all had voted for the bill, making almost 
a uniform reduction of 20 per cent., and 
among them was Justin L. Morrill. This 
was an error so gross and unjust as to 
demand a rebuke to the gentleman from 
Kentucky, who used it 
with such 
emphasis and telling effect. The state­ 
ment was either inexcusable or 
the 
meanest sort of political pettifogging. 
Nothing escaped the gentleman’s net. 
He claimed everything for low tari ff. He 
had both ends of the “ teeter” in the air 
at the same time. He trifled with facts 
when he said this country recovered 
from the depression of 1857 is a few 
months. 
At the conclusion of his spaech La 
Follette was heartily congratulated by 
his Republican colleagues. 
Scott, of Tennessee, referred to the re­ 
cent speech of Kelly, giving an account 
of the interview between himself and 
Carnegie in the committee room. Scott 
pronounced the statement at issue of 
misrepresentation. He then proceeded 
to give his version of the interview which 
he said touched upon Carnegie’s citizen­ 
ship and not upon the tariff. He also 
repeated the substance of the conversa­ 
tion be had had with Carnegie, in which 
the latter admitted the truth of the 
statement that he made one and a half 
million dollars in one year under the 
protective tariff. 
Grosvenor referred to the decrease of 
the wool industry in Ohio and the great 
falling off in price of the wool crop, and 
said it was all due to the menace of the 
Mills bill. After the Republicans, aided 
by one or two of the Ohio Democratic 
members, had striken out the enacting 
clause of the Morrison bill, the price of 
wool had sprung up from three to five 
cents per pound. YVhat was to be gained 
by this peculiar geographical attack? 
Would a sane man strike down this in­ 
dustry for the sake of reducing the rev­ 
enue a few million dollars? 
Ford, of Michigan, said it was for the 
country to choose between cheap whisky 
and cheap clothing. The wool tariff was 
burdensome. There 
was 
scarcely a 
breeze when the copper schedules were 
passed upon, but now, backed by a sub­ 
sidized press, the Republicans tumbled 
over 
one 
another 
to 
get to 
the 
front and bounce the wool schedules. 
He did not believe the effect of the bill 
would be to decrease the price of Ameri­ 
can wool. The manufacturers of the 
country asked the farmer to work and 
stint and pinch, while they took their 
ease. This was the feast that the farm­ 
ers of the country were invited to par­ 
take of bv the Republican party, but he 
predicted they would reject it on Novem­ 
ber Gth. 
The House then took a recess, the eve­ 
ning session to be for the consideration 
of private bills.

Celebrating the Taking of the Ita*. 
tile—Boulanger. 
P a ris , Julv 14.—The taking of the bas- 
tile was celebrated throughout France to­ 
day. In this city patriotic citizens, ac­ 
companied by bands and carrying ban­ 
ners, marched to the Strasburg statue 
and deposited wreaths upon it. The 
Patriotic League, headed by M. M. De- 
roulede, Laguerre Laistant and Susini, 
was received with mingled cries of “ 1 7 ve 
Boulanger,” “ Vive la France,” and “ Vive 
la Republigue.” After leaving the Stras­ 
burg statute the citizens visited the 
monument to Gambetta and the statute 
of Joan of Arc, which they also decorated 
with flowers. M. Deroulede in depositing 
an emblem upon Gambetta's monumen 
said: “ We started from the Republic, 
we visited the statue of Strasburg and 
we now visit the monument of the great 
patriot. Our pilgrimage has been more 
expressive than our speeches.” 
Two men were arrested for distribut­ 
ing posters which contained General 
Boulanger’s portrait and bore the inscrip­ 
tion, “ Let all patriots assemble to-night 
in the Place de la Concorde.” 
This morning it was stated at Boulan­ 
ger’s house that the General had a fairly 
tranquil night. His breathing was less 
labored ana the state "of the wound in 
his neck satisfactory.

The statem ent that B. Cohn, a mem ­ 
ber of the Council, made a proposition 
that if the property owners would give 
$5,000 the Council would pay the balance 
of filling the arroyo in front of Mrs. Hol­ 
lenbeck’s,as regards I believe the Council­ 
man made such proposition. Mayor Work­ 
man then said he would give $500. I stated 
that I would give $1,000, and that was 
all the money that I ever knew of being 
offered, and the assertion made by His 
Honor that I, J. A. Cowell, failed to come 
to time, is equally true of him. If there 
ever was a dollar subscribed by any per­ 
son, or any effort made to carry out the 
above scheme, I never knew it. The 
subject was mentionod to me some little 
time after th a t; but at that time I had a 
petition for the grading of Chicago street, 
which would have given us usually as 
good facilities for reaching the city as 
would Boyle avenue, but H is Honor 
vetoed that or defeated it, and I then 
came to the conclusion th at my only

There 
is no property-owner on Boyle avenue 
that will be pecuniarily benefited one- 
hundredth part as much as Mayor Work­ 
man, who owns more land contiguous to 
and directly on Boyle avenue than all 
the other petitioners together. But he 
says to m e : 
“ You live south of the ar­ 
royo ; get to the ci;.y the best way you 
can’’—thinking, I presume, that the res­ 
idents south of the arroyo will in the 
near future be forced to grade said street, 
and thereby benefit his property without 
any cost to himself. 
He opposes the 
grading of all streets where ho will be 
assessed, unless the contractor will pur­ 
chase of him the red clay to gravel the 
same. Ask the citizens of Boyle Heights 
if the above statements are not facts. I 
will vouch for the truth of them .

The term C atarrh is applied to a peculiar d is­ 
order of th e nostrils an d adjacent parts, w hich 
prevails to an alarm ing extent, and is product­ 
ive of very serious consequences. 
The m ost prom inent and characteristic fea­ 
tu re is a m orbid discharge from the head vary­ 
ing in its n atu re at different time*. In som e 
th ere is an alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid 
fluid, b u t oftener an offensive, purulent, or 
m uco-puralent, greenish-yellow m atter is se­ 
creted. w hich accum ulates in th e nostrils or 
drops into th e throat, necessitating its freq u en t 
rem oval by blow ing th e nose or expectoration, 
and often by both processes. S o aetim es p a ­ 
tients feel as though their whole head was in a 
n a te of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of 
m atter discharged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patien t is greatly annoyed by th e constantdrop- 
ping Into th e th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from 
th e head, an d as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors th e flow dow nw ard, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from thin cause. Many suffer­ 
er! are obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch 
elevated in order to sleep w ith som e degree 
of com fort. 
I n otheis, a tough, viscid an d offensive phlegm 
collects behind an d above the soft palate, In 
th e passage between th e th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to th e p arts with gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em barrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritation an d uneasiness in tho 
affected locality, w hich gives rise to a.tt& sta iu 
* 
and alm ost irresistible desire to relieve th e dis* 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus Into th e th ro at, 
so as to eject it by th e m outh. This T-raoÜce. 
popularly know n as "haw king,” is ch a iacter- 
iBtic of catarrh, aud proves as em barrassing to 
th e one affected as It is disagreeable to those 
around him . 
' 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens an d de­ 
posits itself ou the m em brane in th e shape of 
dry, hard concretions, w hich are discharged by 
way of th e nostrils or th ro at in lum ps or frag­ 
m ents of a deep green tin t. In som e cases 
these incustrations accum ulate to such an ex­ 
ten t as to form a regular plug in th e nose, 
w hich obstructs h reath in g an d produces serious 
discom fort. So firm ly do. these incrustations 
adhere to th e point of attach m en t th a t their re­ 
m oval usually requires th e m ost violent eflbrts; 
not unfrequently they have to be torn Irom th e 
m em brane. Occasionally a solid cost of nota­ 
ble 6ize is expelled, on w hich there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but in some cases the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 
shape of th e nasal cavity. This condition V in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e m s’', des­ 
troy the bony structure of th e nose and produce 
" subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et with in whioh a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e m em ­ 
brane of th e nasal cavities, and then putriflea, 
giving rise to a stench w bicn is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm os­ 
phere of a w hole room ; an d there are others in 
which ail th e secretions of th e m em brane are 
suspended, causing an u n pleasant feeling of 
dryness, h eat and leverishness in th e head and 
nose—a condition popularly know n as “Dry 
C atarrh.” 
The disease speedily extends to th e air cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead an d face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or com pression over th e forefiead, espe­ 
cially in the region above and between Qie 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or p ain in th e nostrils near th e 
root of the nose, as w ell aa in th e upper p art of 
th e throat, above and behind th e soft palate.

In some cases it becomes 60 revoltlngly offen­ 
sive as to render th e Rufferer an object of dis­ 
g ust to him self as w ell as to others. 
The nasal m em brane la thickened and con­ 
gested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one sre° som etim es on th e other, and 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation In the head, and occasioning 
violent and ptolonged paroxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, In d istin ct and husky, or of 
nasal character, displaying a sort of sniffing 
quality. 
O ftentim es th ere is a continuous 
hoarseness and discordar.ee. There is also a 
sense of irritatio n in th e throat, and freq u en t 
attem pts to clear th e parts of phlegm , produc­ 
ing the sound "nem ,” m ore or less forcibly. In 
som a cases pstients com plain of an uncom fort­ 
able feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation in 
th e throat, and in others of a distressing and al­ 
most constant dryness for th e tem porary relief 
of w hich tney h av e to Bwallow frequently. 
Others, a-^ain, speak of a constant bad or nause­ 
ous taste In th e m onth or throat.

The former

surface. 
All efforts to resuscitate him 
failed, and the Coroner was notified by 
telephone, and shortly afterwards ap­ 
peared on the scene. The body was then

The boy lived with his parents on 
Eleventh street, close to Hill, and they 
were heart-broken on learning of their 
boy’s sad death.
